Leavenworth, Kan.. Nov. 28.—Obei 


lln M. Carter, formerly a captain of 
engineers in the United States army, 
was released from the 
Leavenworth 


military prison, to which he had been 
sentenced by a courtmartial. 


Carte* was convicted by the court- 


jftartial of conspiracy to defraud the 
government. 
He has finished a term 


of five years' imprisonment, having a 
credit of 10 months for sood behavior. 
Carter left for Chicago, and will bo 
met by Horace G. Stone, his attorney, 
who has been collecting evidence in 
the civil case pending in the rniu-d 
States court there, through which the 
former army officer hopes to get vin- 
dication. Judge Kohlsaat is to decide 
whether Carter is entitled to valuable 
bonds and real estate which the gov- 
ernment claims\\ eiv secured illegally. 


Mr. Stone declared that before the 


case is ended tho public will have 
ample proof thai the laiw amount ot 
money

Have New Proof. 


Later

"We now have proof from Westeott's 
bank books and other records," said 
Mr. Stone, "which tends to show that 
this is not true." 


United States Commissioner Booth 


recently reported to Judge Kohlsaat 
that he believed Carter's uncle, and 
brother. Loroir/.o and Stanton Carter, 
had turned over all tho property bo 
longing to the former military officer. 


Mr. Stono recced a letter from his 


client in which Carter wrote: "At tho 
coming trial in the federal court in 
Chicago it will ho shown beyond cavi' j 
that every dollar I hud was properlv j 
received by me: that I always served . 
my country loyal!\ and intelligently: 
that tho work entrusted to my ore 
•was properly, successfully and eco- 
nomically done in the l>est manner 
possible: that 1 alv.ays did my duty 
as an officer of tho corps of engineers, 
and that, although crimes have been 
committed against me. my honor is 
unsullied." 


This is said to be the first comment 


on the case which Carter has made 
public since his incarceration.

The posse was closing 
in on all sides. 


Surrender or Die. 


There was no escape and It was evi- 


dent to both men that the time had 
come either to surrender or fight to 
the death. Both men were heavily 
armed and able to take more lives 
before both lost their own. but as Van 
Dine said, in discussing his surrender, 
"There would have boon no good in 
that, as we never shoot anybody un- 
less we have to. and killing any of 
those fellows would not have let me 


off. 
The jig was up for us. no matter 


how many we killed. I said to Pete, 
'Well, what do you think?' lie nod- 
ded his head and dropped his guns, 
and that's how they got us." 


Tin- men wore at once handcuffed, 


placed upon a train ami hurried to 
Chicago, the city police officers wait- 
Ing not a minute in rushing them over 
tho line Into Illinois in order to avoid 
possible conflict with tho Indiana po- 
lice, who might have demanded the 
men on account of tho murder of 
Sovea 
This four was not justified. 


Thev wore taken from UK train at 
tho Areher avenue crossing and in a 
patrol wagon wore hurried to tho city 
hall. They woro taken into tho office 
of Chief of Polico O'Neill and there. 
In tho presence of Mayor Harrison 
iiml a throng of officers, they dis- 
cussed tho events of the day as calmly 
as though it had boon nothing unusual 
for them.
